The National Regional Profile (NRP) presents, for all Australia, a range of data for various 
types of small regions. Data are available for Local Government Areas, Statistical Local 
Areas and other larger geographies. 


The NRP is intended for users interested in the characteristics of regions and in comparing 
regions across Australia. Data are presented as a five year time series, where available. 
These data are organised under the broad topics of Economy, Population/People, Industry, 
and Environment/Energy. Data for individual regions are available in web pages, Excel 
spreadsheets, and all regions are available in SuperTABLE data cubes and in a single .csv 
file. Users can search for a region using the region name or by using a map.
